Expedition in Africa by Natives and 300 
Soldiers Killed. 
Paris, Feb. 23.—A local paper reports 
that the French expedition which left 
Marseilles some m onths ago under the 
command of Commandant Monte!], for 
service in the interior of Africa, was 
surprised and a sanguinary conflict en­ 
sued. Three hundred men, comprising 
half of the force of the expedition, are 
said to have been kil% d, while the re­ 
mainder have been driven from the line 
of march and their retreat has been cut 
off. The minister of colonies has re­ 
ceived an urgent appeal from the com­ 
mander of the expedition for reinforce­ 
ments. Comm andant Monteil’s expedi­ 
tion was intended to join the contin­ 
gent of Capt. Decaze, which was guard­ 
ing the Ubanghul. It numbered about 
600 men and eighteen or tw enty offi­ 
cers, for the most part soldiers of the 
foreign legion and Senegalese, wen who 
besides being well drilled and arm ed 
were one and all inured to the African 
climate. The officers, too, were picked 
men. 
The mission was intended to 
practically assert France’s right to the 
possession of the H interland country, 
extending through the Bar-el-Ghazel to 
the left bank of the Nile. This is a part 
of the section of Africa which the treaty 
between G reat Britain and Belgium had 
nominally turned over to the former. 
The treaty, however, was virtually 
abandoned owing to the French pro­ 
tests, France denying the right of the 
Belgo-Congolese government to cede 
the territory to England. It was also 
intended th at Capt. 
Monteil’s force 
should be backed up by two gunboats, 
several steam launches and lighters for 
transport purposes. 
Capt. Monteil is 
well known for a rem arkable voyage 
lasting two years and a half, in the 
course of which he traversed Africa 
from west to north, beginning a t St. 
Louis and ending at Tripoli, a voyage 
the result of which was to increase ten 
fold French am bition and to lay the 
foundation of French influence in coun­ 
tries where no Frenchm an had set foot.

National Congress at Washlagton B o lis 
Birthday Exercises. 
W ashington, 
Feb. 
23. — Y esterday. 
W ashington’s birthday, the national 
congress of women, now in. session here, 
chose patriotic subjects for considera­ 
tion a t both Its morning and evening 
sessions. The m orning session w as d i­ 
vided into two parts, assigned to pat­ 
riotism as an element in governm ent 
and patriotism as an element in school 
government. Kate Brownlee Sherm an 
of Ohio read the report of the com m ittee 
on patriotic teaching. 
She then dis­ 
cussed the influence of patriotism in 
founding and preserving free institu­ 
tions. She said in part: 
“Patriotism does not reach its highest 
form on the battle field where the tru m ­ 
pets blare and the cannon roar and th e 
general cries, ‘Forw ard!’ 
Splendid is 
the patriotism th at leads a man. to die 
for his country in the forefront of bat­ 
tle. but splendid beyond hum an speech 
to depict is the patriotism that leads to 
the m aytry’s stake, to the death of h u ­ 
miliation. defeat and the reproach of 
men. She who leads a tem perance cru­ 
sade is nobler than he who wrenched 
Jerusalem from the Saracens. He who 
founds a school is greater than he who 
builds an armory. A free kindergarten 
th at teaches the use of hand and eye 
and brain is better than a mission th a t 
distributes alms. 
A national training 
school of industrial arts would do more 
for popular advancem ent in a decade 
than W est Point has done in all the 
years of its existence.” 
“The American Flag in the School 
Room as an Aid to Discipline,” was th e 
subject taken by Eliza D. Keith of San 
Francisco. She said: 
“The American flag should be in the 
school room, especially in every public 
school room in the United States. Chil­ 
dren should be taught th a t the flag 
stands for all th at is great and glori­ 
ous in our history; for all th at m akes 
us all, even every boy and girl, proud 
to be Americans. 
Make the children 
feel that its presence in the class room 
is both a protection and a benediction. 
Make th at flag the basis and corner 
stone of all ceremonials. Let the high­ 
est honor in the power of the teacher to 
bestow, or of a scholar to earn, be th e 
position of custodian of the flag. I have 
followed this plan for years in the pub 
lie schools of San Francisco. The re­ 
cent adoption of the patriotic resolu­ 
tions in my city asking th a t the flag 
salute be a regular part of our course 
was the outgrow th of this work in one 
class room, and I have yet to see th e 
first evidence of weariness or indiffer­ 
ence in the present class.”

A Broken Cutter Had Gashed Its Legs
